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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Claim 3 has been cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 1-2, filed 7/6/2007, with respect to claims 1-2 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 4/27/2007 has been 
withdrawn. 

Ailowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-2 are allowed. The prior art of record fails to show or fairly suggest a 
first temperature sensor connected between the first terminal clamp and the second 
terminal clamp and a second temperature sensor connected between the second 
terminal clamp and the third terminal clamp.
